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These offi cials are now busy, in co-operation with the navy departments of the great powers of civilization, in shipping men and arms to China to save the remnant of Europeans and 
Americans left in'Chinese cities and to restore peace and order in the empire.

DETAILS OF THE HORRIBLE BUTCHERY. 


The Shanghai correspondent of The Daily Express, on 
the alleged authority of couriers who brought the story, gives a 
very sensational account. He says: 

“Maddened with hunger, after having been without food 
for many days, the members of the legations and the guards 
made a sortie on the night of June 30th and killed 200 Chinese 
in an unexpected attack. General Tung Fuh Siang, enraged 
over the loss of so many men, brought up heavy guns and 
Prince Tuan gave the order that every foreigner must be de- 
stroyed. His words were: 

“Destroy .every foreign vestige and make China a sealed 
book to all western powers.” 

“Prince Tuan had previously, discovered that Prince Ching 


Siang’s forces and that the boxers were mounting guns to make 
a breach in the defenses. 

Under date of July 12th the governor of Shan Tung wires 
as follows: 

“Native soldiers and boxers have been attacking the lega- 
tions for some hours, but have not yet effected an entrance. 
They are now all bombarding with cannon to make a breach 
for a heavy onslaught. -I fear that all the ministers, and the 
government as well, are in great danger. The government is 
intensely anxious.” 

Finally came the news from Shanghai that a breach had 
been made and the foreigners killed. All the dates probably re- 
fer to a much earlier period, but the presumption is that the 
successive dispatches give an outline of what has happened. The 
Europeans having reached ‘the end of their resources, made a 
desperate sortie and then bravely met their fate. The details 
of the horrible story will probably never be known. 

Admiral Selymour’s dispatches give the latest news regard- 
ing the situation at Tien TSin.

HON. MILTON PETTUS REESE. 


Sketch of Prominent Georgian Who 
Died at Washington. 

Washington, Ga., July 15.—(Special.)— 
Hon. Milton Pettus Reese, after lingering 
for several days in an unconscious state, 
has breathed his last. Mr. Reese had been 
in declining health for the past two years, 
suffering from some nervous trouble, re- 
cently he suff2:ed from paralysis, which 
terminated in death, 

Mr. Reese was one of Géoreix's most 
distinguished citizens and lawyers and 
had served his state in many honorafhie 
positions, : 


He was a son of William M and Lucy 


Peters Reese, and was borm February 3, 
1848. In 1869 he married Miss Sallie Hud- 
son, of this place, who survives him, also 
a daughter, Mrs. Oliver Morse Smith, 
of this city. spacer of the imme- 
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diate family are his mother, Mrs. Wil- 
liam Reese, and a sister, Mrs. Sallie 
Reese Dillard, who survive him. His 
distinguished father preceded him to the 
grave about twelve months ago. 

Mr. Reese was elected a member of the | 
Georgia legislature from Wilkes, county 
in 1880, serving two terms in succession 
with much ability. The last session he 
was chairman of the judiciary commit- 
tee. He was a member of the national 
democratic convention which nominated 
Cleveland and Hendricks, and was on the 
committee which notified Mr. Cleveland 
of his nomination. P 

In 1892 he was elected to the state sen- 
ate from the twenty-ninth district, com- 
posed of the counties of Wilkes, Lincoln, 
(McDuffie and Columbia. This election 
was a single victory for Mr. Reese as 
well as the democratic party. 

The district was thought to be over- 
whelming with populists, but Mr. Reese's 
popularity and ability on the stump won 
him the victory. He was a lawyer of 
fine practice, and was a leading attorney 
of the Georgia Raillroad and Bankirg 
Company at the time of his death. 

However, declining health did not per- 
mit active practice in recent months. He 
had accumulated considerable property 
and leaves quite a valuable estate. The in- 
terment occurs tomorrow afternoon in the 
city cemetery.

‘SHE EXPECTED TO BE KILLED. 


Indiana Lady in Pekin Sends Letter

from her niece, Miss Nellie Russell, of 
Chicago, dated Pekin, China, June 7th, in 
which the young wéman states that the 
legation was surrounded by rebels, who 
were seeking to murder all foreigners and 
Christian Chinese. She writes that this 
probably will be the last received from 
her. She states that the life of Minister 
Conger and his family were in great dan- 
ger, and that within a few weeks from 
that time, at the most, they would all be 
dead, owing to the impossibility of getting 
relief to them from the foreign nations in 
time to save their lives.

ARIZONA CITY HAS 
A DISASTROUS FIRE | 


Prescott, Ariz., July 15.—The fire which 
started here last night was under control 
at 3 a. m. Tne total loss, it is estimated, 
will exceed $1,500,000. All that remains of 
the principal business portion of the town 
is tottering walls and piles of charred 
and burning debris. The fire, which start- 
ed at 10:45 o’clock last night, was not un- 
der control until 3 o’clock this morning, 
when the fire fighters went a considerable 


distance in advance of the flames and 


blew up the buildings on the south side 
of Goodwin street, preventing the fire 
from crossing that street. 

The burned district includes five blocks 
in which were located the principal mer- 
cantile houses, both banks, both telegraph 
offices, the three newspapers, four hotels, 
every saloon and every restaurant ex- 
cept one besides scores of residences. A 
high wind has prevaited all day, sending 
smoke, dust and burning embers in every 
direction. requiring the greatest vigi- 
lance to prevent another outbreak of the 
flames. Owing to the chaotic condition 
existing today it is impossible to obtain 
an accurate account of the loss of indi- 
vidual insurance. Insurance agents say 
the total insurance does hot exceed $350,-

Placed Women in Fronr. 


They approached the Americans in three 
lines, an advance guard of women ar- 
ranged with the expectation that the 
Americans would not fire upon them; af- 
ter the women a line of bolomen and 
others armed only with wooden gwords, 
no more dangerous than policemen’s clubs, 
and behind the bolomen the riflemen 
Happily the women threw themselves 
flAat.upon the ground and sought ghelter 
at the first fire, so that few of them were 
injured. The soldiers thought they were 
men dressed in women’s clothes, The on- 
slaught of the bolomen was like the de- 
scent of the Mahdi’s fanatics upon Kitch- 
ener’s squad at Khartoum. They kept 
coming on faster than the soldiers could 
shoot them down until they were so close 
that our cavalrymen had not time to fire

SHAN TUNG ANNOUNCES 


SLAYING OF FOREIGNER 
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was supplying the foreigners with ammunition. He, therefore, 
ordered General Tung Fuh Siang to fire on Prince Ching’s 
troops, and it is reported that Ching was_ killed or seriously 
wounded. 

“In the final attempt to cut their way through, the lega- 
tioners formed a square, with the women and children in the 
cent®r. 

“When the boxers realized that they were being attackéd 
they became like wild beasts and shot each other with. revolv- 
ers. Heavy guns bombarded all night until the buildings were 
demolishe! and in flames.. Many foreigners were roasted in the 
ruins. The boxers rushed upon them and hacked and stabbed 
both dead and wounded, cutting off their heads and carrying 
these through the streets on their rifles, shouting fiercely. 
They then attacked the native Christian quarters, massacred 
all who refused to join them, outraged the women and brained 
the children. Hundreds of mission buildings were burned. 


JAPANESR CAPTURE CHINESE .GUNS, 


LONDON, July 15.—The following dispatches from Ad- 
miral Seymour were published this afternoon: 

“Tien Tsin, July 9—The enemy’s position southwest of 
the settlement was attacked at 4 o’clock this morning. The 
Japanese by a flank movement drove the enemy out and cap- 
tured four guns. Cavalry pursued and completed the rout of 
the enemy, killing large numbers of soldiers and boxers.. 

“The allied forces shelled and occupied the western arsenal, 
capturing two guns. The arsenal was burned, as the allies were 
unable to hold it. The enemy’s loss was 350 killed. The loss of 
the allied forces was small.’ 

“Tien Tsin, July 12.—The Chinese at 3 a. m. yesterday 
made a determined attack upon the railway station in great 
force. Finally they were driven off at 6 a. m., but the allies 
lost 150 killed and wounded. The Chinese loss is unknown, but 
it is believed to have been heavy. The forts were bombarded 
at noon by British and French guns. A fort and a pagoda used 
as a signal tower were demolished. The allied forces have been 
increased by the arrival of 1,500 Americans.” 


MINISTER WU GETS AN ANSWER.” 


WASHINGTON, July 15.—Such news as came to Wash- 
ington today from China was distinctly bad. It consisted of a 
cablegram to Minister Wu, from Sheng, the imperial director 
of posts and telegraphs at Shanghai, and, according to the min- 
ister, was in reply to the urgent message he himself, had sent 
yesterday to that official asking him to try to secure some news 
from the Chinese capital. This cablegram Mr. Wu regarded as 
of sufficient importance to carry in person to Secretary Hay, 
who was waiting at his home for news. 

The message as“resolved from the cipher was as follows: 

“Pekin news of July 7th says that General Tuan Fuh Si- 
ang, in_ disobedience of imperial orders, was about to use guns. 
Legations and the government will be in peril.” 

This news is corroborative of that contained in a recent ca- 
blegram from Consul General Goodnow, at Shanghai, a! hough 
the consul general’s dispatch gave his Pekin news the date of 
the 6th, saying that the final attack upon the legations with guns 
was about to begin on the 7th of July. It is surmised - here 
that Mr. Goodnow got his news from Sheng, who is certainly 
in position to secure the first news from Pekin. Aside from 
the gloomy forecast given of the end of the terrible struggle of 
the legationers against the inevitable, the significant feature of 
the message is the coupling of the fate of the imperial govern- 
ment with that of the foreign ministers. Officials here derive some 
satisfaction from this position of the dispatch, as it sustains 
them in the position they have held from the first, that the Chi- 
nese government is not at war with Christendom, but is con- 
fronting a formidable insurrection. 

There still remains a suspicion that, while Mr. Wu is un- 
doubtedly acting with sincerity, Sheng, who is_ represent- 
ed to he a clever and adroit man, may know more of the actual 
happenings at Pekin that Ae is willing to reveal at once. It 
is feared that he is whol 93 prepare the way for the disclosure 
of terrible news, hoping that by letting it come out gradually 
the blow will not fall with such severity and, perhaps, with 
such disastrous result to his own people as might be the cause 
if the whole sad story were imparted to the world at once, This 
news, it may be noted, comes entirely from Chinese sources. 


NOTHING FROM CONGER IN A lONTH. 


It is now twenty-one days sincé a word has come directly 
from any of the unfortunates besieged in the legations at Pe- 
kin. The last message from there was from Sir Robert Hart, 
the Englishman in charge of the Chinese customs Service, and 
it was of undoubted authenticity. It represented the situation 
of the legationers as desperate and implored help. 

The last word from Minister Conger came to the state de- 
partment from Pekin under date of June 12th. At that time 
he asked that Seymour’s international relief column, which 
was even then doomed to fail, should signal its approach when 
near Pekin. That was just one month and three days ago, 
and it would be an unprecedented defence for such an inade- 
quate and ill-fitted and provisioned force as was-at the com- 
mand of the foreign ministers to hold out for that length of 
time. 

Minister Wu’s cablegram from Sheng, above given, should 
not be taken as an answer to the cipher message he forwarded 
at Secretary Hay’s request to China in the effort to get it 
through to Minister Conger. That message went to Yonan 
Shih Kai, the governor of the province of Sna Tun. That offi- 
cial has replied mformally that he has no news himself, but it i 
assumed that he will take prompt steps to forward the cipher 
message. His status at this critical juncture is unfortunate’, 
not beyond suspicion, though Mr. Wu retains full confidence in 
him. 

LONG TAKES A GLOOMY VIEW. 


Secretary Long had two cabfegrams today from China, but 
he was inclined to set a negative value upon them, because 
they made no mention of a massacre of the legationers in Pe- 
kin. He reasoned that Admiral Remey was in a good position 
tp get as early news as any one of such event. The admiral’s 
message was from Che Foo, of today’s date, though, as he is 
supposed to be himself at Taku, it is assumed that it was sent 
from that place yesterday. The admiral stated that he had or- 
dered the Buffalo to Taku. ‘She was coming out to the orient 
by way of Suez, and was to report for orders at Singapore, 
where she was to be directed to proceed to Manila, or be de-

a number of sailors to recruit the American fleet. 

The second dispatch came from Captain Bowman, of the 
gunboat -Castine, which is stationed at Shanghai, and also 
was dated today. It was as follows: 

“SHANGHAI, July 15.—Secretary Navy, Washington: 
Rodgers sends word Qregon passé Che Foo, 12th, Nashville 
convoying. | say BOWIAAN.” 

It is supposed at the navy department that Captain Rod- 
gers, of the Nashville, signaled this information from his ship 
as he passed Che Foo, The distance from Che Foo to the 
Kure docks, where the Oregon is bound, is about 700 miles, and 
as Che Foo was passed last Thursday, it is estimated here that 


the crippled battleship is now nearing the Straits of Shimonise- 


ki, through which she must pass to get up to the docks. 
UNITED STATES WILL PROTECT CHINESE. 


Minister Wu feels a natural indignation at the statements 
printed in some quarters that the Chinese in the United States 
are making ready to return to China, and that they sympathize 
with the boxers and are lending them financial aid. He de- 
clares in the most earnest manner that there is not a word of 
truth in the statements. He says that all the Chinese in the 
United States came from southern China and are altogether 
out of sympathy with the northern Chinese. It fact, they do 
not even speak the satne language. He is sure there is not a sin- 
gle one of these northern Chinese in the United States, and if 
they were they would meet with the hostility of the Canton 
men. As for the latter, the minister declares they are satisfied 


with their condition in this country and could not be persuaded 
to return to China to give aid to any element~ opposed to 
Americans. ' 

The government here has-. taken mote of the efforts made in 
some quarters to stir up an ag tation against the peaceable Chi- 
nese in the United States. It feels it is imperatively necessary 
to suppress any movement that would jeopardize their safety. 
Anything like a massacre of the Chinese in the United States 
would wreck the whole case of the United States government 
in the settlement which must come’ of this Chinese trouble. 
Our government could not demand reparation or indemnity 
from China for whatever happens at Pekin or elsewhere in Chi- 
na if the Chinese government, through the violence of our peo- 
ple, was put in position to claim a set-off growing out of vio- 
lence shown its people in the United States. Therefore, steps 
have been taken already to have the authorities in localities 
where there may be danger of anti-Chinese outbreaks prepare 
for the promptest and most stern repressive measures at the 
first symptom of trouble. And it may be stated that there will 
be no halting in the use of the federal troops for such purposes, 
if they are called for by the state officials. : 


NON COMBATANTS SENT FROM TEIN TSIN. 


CHE FOO, July 10, via Shanghai, July 15.—(Copyrighted, 
1900, by the Associated Press.)Several hundred refugees, most 
of them women and children, have left Tien Tsin in accordance 
with. Admiral Seymour’s order to all non-combatants to depart. 
Many women have remained behind, however, refusing to leave 
their husbands, whose business detains them. The _ refugees 
were sent down the river on board lighters.and tugs and were 
then transferred to merchant ships in the harbor. 

The American, Japanese and German warships received 
their people, the officers of the United States gunboat York- 
town generously entertaining 200, most of them missionaries 
and their families. | 

The British refugees were crowded ona dirty freighter and 
women accustomed to luxury have been sleeping huddled to- 
gether on the decks. They complain bitterly because the half 
empty British fleet declines to receive them and they have draft- 
ed a strong protest to Admiral Seymour. 7 

The United States transport Logan has arrived with the 
Ninth infantry from Manila. The work of disembarkation will 
occupy some days, as boats are scarce. The Logan will take 
the American refugees to Nagasaki and the Yorktpwn _ will 
leave to tow the Oregon to Yekohama. =, 

Cannon. from the warships are being sent to Tien Tsin to si- 
lence the Chinese guns. 

Twenty-three guns shelled the Chinese batteries yesterday, 
the Chinese replying intermittently. Bodies of 2,000 to 3,000 
attack the foreign lines daily. A field battery is supporting the 
brunt of the attack against the railway station and against the 
Russian and Japanese outposts in that neighborhood. Bullets 
are dropping throughout the foreign settlement at all hours of 
the day and the people have become so accustomed to it that 
they go about the streets undisturbed. 


FROM A JAPANESE SOURCE. 


WASHINGTON, July 15.—The Japanese legation here to- 
day received the following telegram from the Japanese foreign 
office, under date of Tokio, July 9th, transmitting advices re 
ceived from Che Foo, under date of July 7th: ? 

“Tien Tsin telegram of July 6th reported that 10,000 Chi- 
nese army with artillery, under Ma (name of a general in the 
Chinese army) made appearance near Tien Tsin July 4th and 
arsenal taken by allies week ago was recaptured by them. Chi- 
nese city of Tien Tsin fortified by Chinese soldiers. From north 
report comes that Chinese forces are moving and Tien Tsin 
considered critical. Communication with Tong Ku threatened. 
On July 16th, by steamer Sakuramura, Japanese residents left 


for Takt.” 


Another telegram received at the Japanese legation, with- 
out the sender’s name, but supposed to be fotwarded by Japa- 
nese consul general at Shanghai, reported that Sheng, the 
Shanghai ‘tautai (governor) received a telegram from Yuen Sip 
Kai, the governor of Shan Tung, stating that a courier had ar- 
rived at T% Man Fu bringing the following Pekin news: 

“Two legations stood up to July 3d against attacks of Chi- 
nese. Legation guards killed about 2,000 Chinese soldiers and 
boxers in several engagements. If provisions and ammunition 
last they will be able to hold out, as the Chinese troops and 
boxers seem to be tired of attacking.”

upon the perfidious nation which committed it. Our government is fully aware 
of the danger in which we are placed and I can assures you that we are doing 
all in our power to avenge the noble victims of Chinese barbarity.” 

Following is the text of an appeal of Americans in China, assembled in 
mass meeting in Shanghai, to their fellow citizens at home: 

“Urge the government to send adequate forces to act effectively in concert 
with the other powers, At present the Amerjcan forces are quite disproportion- 
ate to the interests, involved. Our commercial interests in the northern prov- 
inces are paramount, and we conisder it a humiliating policy to entrust to oth- 
er powers the chief task, that of protecting Americans. ? 

“Anti-foreign outrages are multiplying daily. Officials and missionaries are 
massacred. The fate of the ministers and their families in Pekin is not known, 
but a general massacre is apprehended. WHOLESALE MASSACRES OF NA- 
TIVH CHRISTIANS CONTINUE. The whole country is terrorized. Trade is par- 
alyzed. 

“The speedy restoration of order and retribution are duties pressing upon all 
civilized powers. The consequences of delay will be disastrous. Not only are 
foreign lives and property placed in jeopardy, but the loss of influence will be 
incalculable. 

“Give no credence to statements of the situation sent by the Chinese govern. 
ment to its ministers abroad. The present outrages are the result of the weak 
and vatillating policy of the powers in the past. We urge immediate energetic 


and concerted action.”’ 


ANOTHER ACCOUNT OF THE MASSACRE. 


London, July 15.—The Shanghai correspondent of the Daily Mail says: 

“I can assert positively that the Chinese authorities had the dreadful news’ 
from Pekin a week ago, and that Sheng knew all the foreigners in Pekin 
were dead when he asked the American consul to cable Washington a pro- 
posal to deliver the foreigners in safety at Tien Tsin on condition that the 
allies would suspend their operations to the north of Pekin.” 

The correspondent adds certain details of affairs at Pekin after June 2th. 
According to. his story, the members of the legation made daily sorties by night 
and so successfully as to compel Chinese to retreat from the immediate 
vicinity. These reverses had a disheartening effect upon the Chinese and there 
began to be open signs of disaffection, followed by desertions to Prince 
Ching’s army, which was endeavoring to co-operate with the besieged. Ulti- 
mately Prince Tuan decided to make a night attack in three powerful columns, 

“At 6 o’clock in the evening of July 6th,’’ says the correspondents, “fire 
was opened with artillery upqn the British legation, where the foreigners were 
concentrated. For two hours the walls were battered with shells and shot and 
huge breaches were made in them. Then again an advance was ordered, the 
Chinese infantry volleying constantly, moved toward the gaps. The fire of the 
defenders, however, was,so accurate and steady that herds of Chinese soldiers 
and boxers broke and fled in the wildest confusion, leaving large numbers of 
dead and wounded around the legation. They could not be rallied until they 
were out of the rifle range of the foreigners. 

“Then Prince Tuan, making a desperate appeal, induced them to stand and 
return to the attack. Artillery fire was then resumed and at the middle watch 
a second attack was attempted. But before the attackers could accomplish their 
object they were met by Prince Ching and General Wang Wen Shao with their 
troops, who were going to the aid of the foreigners. A desperate battle en- 
sued between the various forces of Chines@ and Manchus. 

“Unfortunate, many of Prince Ching’s troops deserted to Prince Tuan. 
Prince Ching fell and was supposed to have been killed, but as the search for 
his body was unsuccessful, it is now believed he was only wounded and was 
carried off and g¢ecreted by his faithful retainers. 

“General Wang Wen Shao, although gray-haired and seventy years old, 
valiantly led his troops in person. He was killed and his force, which was 
completely outnumbered, was routed. 

“Throughout the night repeated attacks were made on the legations, but 
these were invariably repulsed with heavy losses. Toward the end of the third 
watch, about 5 a. m., the allies had practically defeated the besiegers, who 
were wavering and gradually deserting. Just then General Tung Fuh Siang 
arrived from the vicinity of Tien Tsin with a large force of Kan Su braves. 
By this time the walls of the legation had been battered down and most of the 
buildings were in ruins. Many of the allies had fallen at their posts and 
the small band that was left took refuge in the wrecked buildings which they 
endeavored hastily to fortify. 

“Upon them the fire of the Chinese artillery was now directed. Toward 
sunrise it was evident that the ammunition of the allies were running out, and 
at 7 o'clock, as the advance of the Chinese in force failed to draw a response,

_ Friday, July 18—There has been serious rioting in Nang-Po, where 
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McKinley and the Chinese Question. 
It is difficult to say whether Senator 
Lodge, the original of Sargent’s great 
portrait of Puritanism in New England, 
was savagely sarcastic, or simply in- 
opportune, in the remarks he made to 
Mr. Hoar’s best beloved president in 
reminding him of a fact which he was 
in danger of forgetting—namely, that 
he had been renominated by Mr.’ Han- 
na at the Philadelphia convention, 

On that occasion Senator Lodge, with 
@ suspicious tremor in his nasal organ, 
and with his knuckles on his hips, 
made these remarks: “Yet a great de- 
Pparture and a new policy were never 
more quickly justified than those un- 
dertaken by you. On the possession of 
the Philippines rests the admirable di- 
plomacy which warned all nations that 
American trade was not to be shut out 
of China, It is to Manila that we owe 
the ability to send troops and ships in 
this time of our stress to the defense 
of'our ministers, our missionaries, our 
consuls and our merchants in China, 
instead of being compelled to leave our 
citizens to the casual protection of oth- 
er powers, as would have been una- 
voidable had we flung the Philippines 
away and withdrawn from the orient.” 

It may be that Lodge intended this 
to be interpreted as a grim and ghastly 
joke such as sometimes emanates from 
those who have no sense of humor. 
Even so, it is horrible in its irony. and 
at war with decency. But if he intend- 
ed it to be taken seriously, it is the 
most hideous perversion of facts that 
the ingenuity of fraud can invent. 

It is more than probable that while 
Lodge was going through this sinister 
performance in Canton, the bodies of 
American citizens and of their wives 
and daughters were lying mangled in 
the streets of Pekin. The Germans 
know that their minister has been as- 
sassinated, and the Russians know that 
their chief representative in China has 
been boiled in a caldron of oil, but at 
the moment of writing what-American 
knows anything of the fate of Minister 
Conger and of the many American wo- 
men who were connected with the le- 
gation or who had taken refuge there? 

The boast of Lodge becomes hideous 
indeed when we reflect over the fact 
that for long weeks these unfortunate 
American officials and missionaries 
have been holding out against the at- 
tacks of the Chinese in the vain expec. 
tation that the McKinley administra- 
tion would take prompt and effectual 
steps to protect them. What has been 
done? With 65,000 men in the Philip- 
pines, where (for campaign purposes) 
“peace has been restored,” the admin- 
istration hag been able to send only 
one regiment to China. Mr, McKinley 
has not made any serious independent 
effort to protect “our ministers, our 
missionaries, our consuls and our mer- 
chants in China.”

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INDUSTRIAL OPERATIONS 
IN BIRMINGHAM DISTRICT 


Birmingham, Ala., July 15.—(Special.)— 
A review of the industrial operations in 
the southern iron field and of the Bir- 
mingham district for the first six 
months of 1900 and of financial and build- 
ing operations in the city of Birmingham 
show continued development along these 
lines. The total shipments of pig iron 
from Alabama and Tennessee for the pe- 
riod named was 689,508 tons, a decrease 
from the same period of last year of 68,- 
288 tons. But last year there were 235,000 
tons of accumulated stock of pig iron 
to draw from for shipments and these 
stocks were exhausted during the year, 
leaving practically none on hand at the 
beginning of the year. Therefore, the 
amount of fron shipped from Alabama 


and Tennessee this year was manufact- 


ured this year and it is thus apparent 
that 140,000 more tons were nade the 
first six months of 1900 than during the 
corresponding period of 1899. Pig iron 
shipments from the Birmingham district 
alone for the first six months of the 
present year were 433,422 tons, a decrease 
of 17,537 tons. Acumulated stocks in this 
district last year were nearly 150,000 tons. 
It thus appears that over 100,000 tons 
more iron was manuiactured in the Bir- 
mingham district during the first half 
of this year than during the same period 
last year. The Bmount of pig iron ex- 
ported during the period under considera- 
tion was 62,461 tons, a decrease of 325,679 
tons. This decrease was to have been 
expected in the face of a splendid home 
market and maintained from last Octo- 
ber until May this year, when exports 
again became active. Export movements 
for the remainder of the year will be 
very large. The amount of cast iron 
pipe exported during the period in ques- 
tion was 4,593 tons, a decrease of 3,439 
tons. The cast iron pipe business for 
the first six months of this year was 
largely under that of the same period 
last year. Pig iron was high and cast 
iron pipe was held at fancy prices owing 
to the increased cost of production. The 
result was that work on water mains 
and sewers, which had been projected, 
was suspended waiting for a declining 
price. Pipe manufacturers make only on 
orders and the orders being scarce pipe 
production was small. It bids fair to pick 
up again, as iron is on toe decline. Total 
pipe shipments from Alabama and Ten- 
nessee during the above period were 31,209 
tons, @ decrease from last year of 51,06 
tons, or nearly 200 per cent. Shipments 
fromthe Birmingham district alone were 
9,377 tons, a decrease of 22,045 tons, or 
over 200 per cent. | 

For the above period the uction of 
coal was 4,500,000 tons, an increase over 
the same period of last year of 550,000 
tons. This industry has made an unex- 
ampled progression the last six months, 
many large and modern mines having 
been opened and fitted with the most 
up-to-date coal washers and other ma- 
chinery.

From out the mission established in 
this manner has sprung the free kinder- 
garten school, the. night ‘school, the police 
matron’s work, the shelterinz arms, the 
temperance schoo] and the anti-cigarette 
league. | 

Every one of these branches has een 
added .to the mission ag the opportunity 
for enlargement presented itself. All 
have done well and accomplished much 
good. Reports from these different 
branches were made last night. 

The first report was from the Shelter- 
ing Arms and was read by Bessie Whalen, 
a little girl eleven years of age and an 
inmate of the home. 

An early breakfast is served the chil- 
dren, after which prayer is held in the 
library. Then they are taught practical 
housekeeping, sweeping and dusting and 
making up the beds they have slept in, 
“and we try to make them smooth and

Five hundred and foriy- 
two Bibles have been distributed among 
the prisoners; 8000 tracts; 375 temperance 
leaflets; 650 Sunday school quarterlies: 200 
books of. various kinds, 150:of which were 
copies of Sheiden’s “In His Steps;’’ 8,000 
religious papers of various kinas. 

During the year she has attended eight 

crazy women, four girls have been sent 
home and three have been sent to the 
heme provided for homeless girls. 
‘Miss Sue’ hooks after the linen of the 
sick and secures medical attentiun . for 
them. She expressed herself as being 
pleased» with the work she is doing and 
hopes to increase her. usefulness.

The boys stamp 
the stumps that have been thrown away 
into the ground, destroying tnem and 
making it impossible {or other boys to 
smoke them. All members of the league 
have agreed not to smoke. 

After the report of the different 
branches of the mission Mrs. Oatman, a 
former member of the school, sang’ ‘The 
Holy City.’”” Judge Walter Cotquitt gave 
a short talk, outlining the work done 
by the mission and the work it intended 
doing.

C. A. Parish, of Buford; Arrested 
on Telegram from His 
Brother. 

With some of the Bitterest memories of 
a recent experience in Atlanta throbbing 
through his brain, C. A. Parish, of Bu- 
ford, Ga., was occupying a cell at the po- 
lice barracks last night, as he awaited 
a meeting with a brother to whom he 
would have to explain a horse transac- 

tion.’ 

8. lL. Parish, a well-known fruit tree 
nurseryman, of Buford, sent a telegram 
to Chief Manly a day or two ago asking 
that C. A. Parish be arrested and held. 

C. A. Parish is said to have sold his 
brother’s fine horse and with the proceeds 
came to Atlanta. The brother was in 
Adairsville at the time and when he as- 
certained that the horse had been sold and 
that the seller had gone to Atlanta with 
the money he sent the telegram to Chief 
Manly. 

The city detectives made a search for 
C. A. Parish in Atlanta, but failed to lo- 
cate him. 

Yesterday morning Parish went to the 
police barracks to report the fact that he 
had been “touched”’ for about $90 in a 
house where he had been stopping. He 
stated that he was robbed of all the mon- 
ey he had. Detective Walton immediately 
recognized the visitor as the Parish want- 
ed in Buford and he turned him over to 
the station sergeant. 

The prisoner was seen last night by a 
reporter of The Constitution. He said 
he did not think his brother would prose- 
cute him and that the matter would be 
arranged all right. 

“My brother just wished to have me 
taken in custody before I spent the mon- 
ey,” he stated.

The whole affair had rather a strange 
air about it, and when the negro toid his 
story to the officers last night, the mat- 
ter appeared queer, ¢o say the least of it. 

The negro’s namg is March Balley, and 
he is about fifty-five years oS age. 

Bailey stated that he had sworn out 
warrants against two white men on the 
charge of burglarizing hie biacksmita

Rey. S. M. Provence, of the First Bap- 
tist church, of Tallahassee, Fla., preache1 
the following sermon, which was heard 
with profound interest by the large con- 
gregation present: 

‘In Him was life, and the life was the 
light of men.’’—John 1:4. 

The London Spectator some time ago 
published an article concerning a famous 
preacher, in which the author said: ‘One 
great duty of modern preachers—a duty 
which so many of them invariably ignore—- 
is to make clear to us what St. Paul and 
other great Christian writers meant by 
being ‘in Christ,’ and to show us pract- 
cally how men are to ‘go to Him and 
get the perfect idea of life and every ac- 
tion of life.’’’ When I read this the ques- 
tion instantly arose whether the indict- 
ment was just in my own case. Then 
the further inquiry was suggested whether 
there were some mystical meaning attach- 
ed to the expression “in Christ.” Aside 
from these questions the impression grew 
clear and forceful that the author had 
misconcelved the real and immediate ob- 
ject of all evangelistic preaching. He 
was thinking of what is secondary. He 
had apparently lost sight of the funda- 
mental work of Christ, It Is a misconcep- 
tion closely allied to that which has ex- 
pressed itself in the question, ‘‘What 
would Jesus do?’ For what we first need 
is deliverance from sin. The gospel’s 
first point of attack is the heart. Here 
is the chief resistance. Here is the source 
of objections. When the heart has been 
surrendered to Him, ‘“‘the perfect idea of 
every action of life’’ is conformity’ to His 
will. And this is best sought nat by a 
balancing of probabilities as to what 
His course might be, but by asking. as 
Saul of Tarsus did, ‘‘Lord, what wilt 
Thou have me to do?” 

It is not unnatural for an earnest soul 
to desire a perfect pattern of life. Since 
life is ours and its full of the-instinct of 
immortality, no thoughtful person can be 
insensible to the claims of his own soul. 
The obligation to give the soul, which is 
to live on and on forever in spite of a 
possible wish to the contrary, a chance to 
achieve the best that life makes possible, 
is fixed upon us by the fact that we live, 
As soon as the sense of this sacred oblii- 
gation takes hold of us we find ourselves 
in need of guidance and help other than 
the strongest and kindest of our fellow- 
men can give. At the outset we are press- 
ed by the question, whdt is the best? 
Where is the perfect exemplar if one 
there be? The deepest and noblest human 
thinking has revolved around these ques- 
tions. The dream of the past and the 
fleeing phantom of the philosopher have 
been to set forth the perfect idea of life. 
The text surpasses all human inquiry 
when it declares that “in Him was life.’ 


1. CHRIST REVEALS THE MEANING 
OF LIFE, 


It was He who “brought life and im- 
mortality to light through the gospel."”” He 
showed all life to be of divine origin. He 
revealed its connection with the ever- 
living One. He is the Logas through 
whom the Father has spoken and is stif 
speaking. He set forth in His own perso: 
the divine ideal of human character. In 
every direction, from every point of view, 
the character of Jesus commends itself 
to the consciousness of the world’s best 
concerning what is perfectly right and 
noble and true and good, It is impossible 
to think beyond Him along any of these 
lines, The moral sense of the whole world 
of men is outdone in Him. But not in 
this lies His power or His preciousness. 
He is the incarnation of the divine per- 
fections, but His gospel is not merely a 
code of morals. He has taught us what 
life is for, but His gospel is not merely a 
theory of life. It is not to be esttemed 
chiefly for its splendid philosophy. nor 
its matchless ethics nor its perfect ideals. 
These things are incidental to the gospel’s 
main thought and purpose. It is true that 
Jesus is the perfect pattern of life, not 
In the sense of furnishing a mold into 
which our lives are to be cast, but in 
that of furnishing the spirit which is to 
be the plan of their constitution. It is 
further true that He has given to men 
limitless visions of what man might 
have been and what he may yet become, 
But He ts precious to men not because He 
is the perfect pattern, but because He is 
the perfect Redeemer; not ‘because He is 
the man of all history and all poetry and 
all philosophy, but because He is able 
to save’to the uttermost that salvation 
can include to a sin-stricken soul everyone 
who comes to the Father through Him. 

What men most need is not a pattern. 
A model of life is practically useless with- 
out the purpose and the power of con- 
formity to it. -It.is not what we know, 
but what we are that constitutes our life. 
Indefinitely better for al) that gives fiber 
to human character ig the loyal) soul than 
the cultivated mind. It is here Jesus 
Christ differentiates himself from 43] the | 
world’s teachers, For, 

2. HE CREATES THE LOYAL SOUL. 

“When we shall see Him there is no 
beauty that we should desire Him,’’. sald 
the prophet Isaiah. ‘“‘The natural mind ts 
unity against God,”’ said the apostle to 
the heathen. These conditions are un- 
changeable by any art or power of meni. 
We cannot educate ourselves up to any 
appreciation of the divine beauty. We 
cannot slay the enmity -of our natural 
mind toward God. Let us deal honestlv 
with ourselves. If we wish to find the 
perfect pattern of life. let us earnestly 
ask whether we really wish also to be 
conformed to it. For incertitude at this 
point is fatal to all our feeble tentative 
aspirations, It is only when we accept 
Jesus Christ as Our answer to the claims 
of God and the divine spirit lays His life 
Kiving touch upon our own that we behold 
Him of whom Moses and the prophets 
wrote and- know that He is indeed “‘fair- 
er than the sons of men,” “the chiefest 
among ten thousand,” the one “altogether 
lovely.”’ 

Jesus Christ as a pattern merely could 
only appall the sensitive soul and drive it 
to despair, so far is He beyond the con- 
fines of our hope, for He fs not a quick- 
ening power in the direction of g@ noble 
life in the unrenewed soul. The life jis 
more than the food and before the food. 
Life is more than fruit and before frult. 
He who refuses the son of God his high 
claim as Saviour and Lord has nothing to 
hope for from Him as the perfect pattern 
of life. It ig only when Jesus is ac- 
knowledged by a personal trust to be the 
soul’s redeemer that he becomes. the 
soul’s perfect exemplar. When: any man 
thus comes to Him and commits himself 
to His holy service he’ finds not only the 
perfect idea of life and of every action of 
life, but far more, he finds salvation from 
the guilt and power of sin, and this ts 
eternal iife. 

3. WHAT, THEN,

simple, although like every other great 
matter it has some things about it which 
we cannot explain. “If any man be in 
Christ he is a new creation. Old things 
are passed away. So they have become 
new.’ New loves, new desires, new as- 
pirations, new purposes take the place of 
the old. To be “in Christ’’ is to have 
His reign established in our hearts, so 
that He becomes our supreme authority. 
To be “in Christ’’ is to have Him in us, 
an ever-present controlling power, the 
source of all light and comfort ‘and peace 
and strength. To be “‘in Christ‘ is to be 
in harmony with His spirit and His pur- 
pose. He who comes to Him asking only 
for a pattern, saying as a young man 
once said to Him, ‘'what good thing must 
I do to inherit eternal life?’’ will be like 
him turned empty away, because he has 
missed the whole meaning of Christ's 
mission to the world. There is but one 
way to come to Him to find anything. 
If we do not desire all of Christ, we are 
not ready for any. There is no turning 
to Him which is not at the same time a 
turning from whatever is displeasing in 
His holy sight. If we will not take Him 
as our life, He cannot be our light. To 


come to Him is to accept Him as the Son ~- 


of God and our own personal Savior. 

And this is not a matter of vague and 
mystic experiences, a thing of ‘‘frames 
and feelings.”” ‘‘Let the wicked forsake 
his way and the unrighteous man his 
thoughts, and let him return unto the 
Lord, who will have mercy vwpon him, 
and to our God, for He will abundantly 
pardon.”” Not only so, but he who thus 
comes will find himself at the moment of 
his surrrender possessed of new affec- 
tions and a new will. This change at the 
core of his being is the true regenera- 
tion, which makes the subject of it a 
“child of God and an heir of the king- 
dom of heaven.”’ 

It is then and then only that the soul 
sees in Jesus ‘‘the perfect idea of life’’ 
and the “light’’ which forever makes 
spiritual darkness impossible. Then be- 
gins the struggle towards what is ‘‘true 
and beautiful and good.’ Thencefor- 
ward the loyal soul has not merely a 
perfect pattern, but a divine Lord. His 
will is law. His word is the supreme 
and exclusive authority. At the same 
time His love is gospel and the soul 
finds its highest joy in the sense of His 
companionship. No longer are we baf- 
fied and discouraged by the perpetual 
sense of failure to reach the perfect- 
tions of such poor models as we our- 
selves can create. He who was “‘tempt- 
ed in all points like as we are, yet with- 
out sin’’ is “‘touched with a felling of 
our infirmities.”” He knows what we 
need in order to accomplish the best 
things. His ringing assurance, with its 
indestructible note of triumph, comes to 
us like the blast of a bugle above the 
roar of battle, “‘See! see!’’ I am with 


‘you all the days—every day—even to the
